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Scarab  Readers 
Surveyed

So  what  do  alumni  really  think  of 
Scarab?  Is  it  providing  informative 
and  entertaining  stories,  or  do 
they  use  it  to  wrap  fish?  A  ran- 
dom sample  of  about  10  percent 
of  MCV  Campus  alumni  recently 
had  the  chance  to  tell  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association  of  VCU 
exactly  what  they  thought  about 
the  magazine  and  where  it  could 
use  improvement — or  not. 

The  results  are  in;  about  13 
percent  of  those  who  received  the 
questionnaire  responded.  Com- 
ments came  from  all  over,  from 
California  to  Connecticut,  from 
the  nation's  capital  to  Puerto  Rico. 

The  questions  asked  were 
geared  to  specific  departments 
and  areas  of  interest  within  the 
Scarab,  including  an  open-ended 
question  concerning  general 
recommendations  for  improve- 
ment. The  resulting  information 
will  be  taken  into  consideration 
by  the  Scarab  Editorial  Committee 
and  staff,  with  a  report  on  action 
taken  appearing  in  a  future  issue. 

When  asked  how  much  they 
read  of  Scarab,  50  percent  of 
respondents  said  they  read  most 
of  the  magazine.  Two  percent 
read  none  of  it,  while  27  percent 
read  part  and  16  percent  read  all 
of  Scarab.  The  greatest  number  of 
those  who  read  most  of  it  were  in 
their  20s,  at  68  percent,  while 
about  46  percent  of  those  in  their 


30s  and  up  said  they  read  most  of 
the  magazine. 

In  a  related  area,  alumni  were 
asked  how  often  they  would 
prefer  to  receive  Scarab.  The 
majority,  60  percent,  agreed  that 
they  preferred  to  receive  it 
quarterly,  while  16  percent 
thought  twice  a  year  would  be 
enough.  Comments  ran  the 
gamut  from  "Since  it  only  appears 
quarterly,  make  it  longer"  to 
"Fewer  but  larger  issues"  to 
"There  is  too  much  for  any 
human  to  read  in  today's  mail. 
Save  your  publishing  costs  and 
postage."  The  latter  alumnus  was 
among  the  51  percent  who  said 
they  would  not  pay  $5  per  year  to 
receive  a  quarterly  Scarab  sub- 
scription (a  hypothetical  ques- 
tion). Forty-three  percent  said 
they  would  pay  for  a  subscrip- 
tion, although  several  suggested 
that  before  considering  a  sub- 
scription fee,  issuing  the  maga- 
zine fewer  times  a  year  or  cutting 
printing  costs  in  other  ways 
would  be  preferable.  One  School 
of  Nursing  graduate  said  she  was 
a  retiree  who  had  to  "watch  her 
pennies"  and,  since  she  looked 
forward  to  each  issue,  she  hoped 
a  fee  would  be  unnecessary. 
Another  alumnus  pointed  out 
that  many  alumni  do  not  give  to 
the  alumni  association  and,  in 
receiving  the  magazine,  "they  get 
a  lot  for  nothing.  They  ought  to 
pay,"  he  said,  "for  what  they 
get."  Still  another  allied  health 
professions  graduate  said  she 
would  rather  use  the  money  to 
help  a  prospective  student,  if 
possible. 

Of  the  alumni  who  responded 
to  the  survey,  59  percent  said  they 
do  receive  alumni  magazines  from 
other  universities.  When  asked  to 
compare  Scarab  to  those  maga- 
zines, 34  percent  said  Scarab  was 
about  the  same  in  quality.  Thir- 
teen percent  felt  Scarab  was  not  as 
good  as  their  other  alumni 
magazines,  and  21  percent 


thought  Scarab  was  better.  While 
several  people  wrote  "Keep  up 
the  good  work,"  "I  like  it  the  way 
it  is,"  and  "The  magazine  has 
improved  in  the  last  few  years," 
one  School  of  Dentistry  alumnus 
said,  "Personally,  I  believe  the 
time  has  arrived  to  restructure  the 
publication  and  make  it  compara- 
ble with  other  school  publica- 
tions." He  and  many  others 
offered  their  specific  suggestions 
for  accomplishing  that  goal. 

Asked  about  their  interest  in 
full-length  feature  stories  on  the 
MCV  Campus  and  current  events 
at  the  university,  43  percent  of 
respondents  said  they  would 
prefer  more  of  those  stories;  43 
percent  said  the  amount  now 
appearing  in  Scarab  was  just  about 
right.  Quite  a  few  expressed 
interest  in  more  news  of  what  is 
happening  on  the  MCV  Campus, 
including  increased  coverage  of 
research  and  clinical  break- 
throughs at  the  university;  more 
information  regarding  future 
building  and  expansion;  more 
news  on  campus  life,  outstanding 
students  and  their  concerns,  and 
academic  activities  such  as 
lectures,  published  papers,  and 
current  curriculum.  Other  sugges- 
tions were  to  cover  development, 
predoctoral  programs,  grants 
awarded,  and  more  in-depth 
articles  on  the  individual  schools 
and  departments.  "Let  our 
alumni  know  about  the  good 
reputation  of  our  school!"  wrote 
one  alumna. 

In  a  similar  response,  44 
percent  of  those  responding  said 
they  would  like  to  see  more 
"Capsules,"  short  articles  involv- 
ing the  MCV  Campus  and  its 
current  events,  while  42  percent 
said  the  topic  was  adequately 
covered  in  "Capsules."  One 
nursing  graduate  wrote  that  she 
felt  the  articles  in  "Capsules"  did 
not  always  give  enough  details, 


making  some  of  them  hardly 
worthwhile,  but  a  dentistry 
alumnus  felt  there  should  be  no 
long  or  detailed  articles  and  that 
the  overall  Scarab  format  should 
be  briefer. 

When  questioned  concerning 
feature  length  articles  on  the 
MCV  Alumni  Association  and  its 
activities,  57  percent  of  alumni 
said  the  number  currently  pro- 
duced should  remain  the  same. 
Fifteen  percent  suggested  a 
greater  number  of  related  articles, 
but  13  percent  thought  there 
should  be  less.  Many  alumni  who 
wanted  to  see  more  MCV  Cam- 
pus news  said  there  should  be 
less  alumni  activities  news,  and 
vice  versa,  but  several  agreed 
with  this  School  of  Nursing 
graduate:  "I  like  .  .  .  the  interest- 
ing articles  concerning  the  many 
new  events  taking  place  at  the 
MCV  Campus  as  well  as  alumni 
news." 

Fifty-six  percent  said  the 
number  of  "Capsules"  dealing 
with  the  alumni  association's 
activities  should  stay  the  same, 
while  21  percent  said  they  would 
like  to  see  more  such  "Capsules." 

In  considering  "  'Round  the 
Circuit,"  alumni  division  news,  47 
percent  of  respondents  thought 
the  current  coverage  was  ade- 
quate; the  percentage  of  those 
who  wanted  to  see  more  or  less  of 
"  'Round  the  Circuit"  was  16  and 
18  percent,  respectively. 

While  31  percent  said  there 
should  be  an  increase  in  "News- 
makers," faculty  news  briefs,  43 
percent  felt  the  present  report 
should  stay  the  same.  One 
alumna  specified  her  interest  in 
new  or  departing  professors,  in 
particular. 

"Alumni  Update,"  notes  on 
individual  alumni,  was  the 
obvious  choice  of  the  majority  of 
alumni  for  the  favorite  depart- 
ment; 57  percent,  in  fact,  said 
they  would  prefer  to  see  more  in 
that  area.  Many  individual 
comments  were  made  about  this 
section;  graduates  from  every 


school,  age  group,  and  location 
asked  for  as  much  information  as 
possible,  and  some  specified  their 
interests.  "More  information 
regarding  South  Carolina 
alumni,"  wrote  one  dentistry 
graduate,  while  a  pharmacy 
alumna  wished  to  see  news  from 
all  over  Virginia,  and  a  Floridian 
was  more  interested  in  alumni 
who  graduated  during  his  era 
than  those  from  a  particular 
geographic  location.  Several 
alumni  suggested  that  their 
classmates  be  encouraged  to 
contact  Scarab  to  announce,  as  one 
graduate  wrote,  "not  only  promo- 
tions, births,  and  deaths,  but  to 
let  co-graduates  know  where  they 
are  and  what  they  are  doing  and 
have  done  during  the  last  years." 
Other  alumni  concurred:  "Print 
peoples'  names  and  they  will 
have  a  tie-in  with  the  editor's 
point  of  view,"  suggested  one, 
and  "Focus  on  alumni,  and  you'll 
be  popular,"  said  another.  How- 
ever, said  a  medical  graduate, 
"The  problem  is  that  one  does  not 
know  enough  of  the  people  in 
other  classes,  but  not  much  can 
be  done  about  that." 

"Lest  We  Forget,"  the  obituaries 
column,  should  remain  the  same, 
according  to  62  percent  of  respon- 
dents. One  alumnus  suggested 
that  condensing  the  space  used 
for  "Alumni  Update"  and  "Lest 
We  Forget"  (by  using  a  smaller 
type  size,  not  by  decreasing  the 
amount  of  copy)  would  allow 
room  for  more  feature  articles. 

In  response  to  questions  about 
reunion  stories  and  information, 
the  majority  of  alumni  in  each 
category  felt  the  amount  of 
coverage  could  stay  the  same. 
Sixty-five  percent  said  reunion 
schedules  provided  were  ade- 
quate, and  64  percent  felt  the 
same  way  about  the  50-year 
reunion  reminiscences  that 
appear  in  each  May  issue  of 
Scarab.  One  medical  graduate  said 
he  would  like  to  see  more  current 


news  about  the  MCV  Campus, 
but  that  he  also  thought  the  50- 
year  reunion  story  had  made  for 
the  best  issue  of  the  year.  Fifty- 
three  percent  of  alumni  thought 
the  annual  meeting  minutes  from 
reunion  could  remain  the  same, 
and  24  percent  said  they  would 
prefer  a  decrease  in  the  minutes' 
coverage. 

Specific  questions  were  asked 
about  photographs,  and  many 
alumni  also  made  comments 
about  the  overall  appearance  of 
Scarab.  Nearly  half,  or  48  percent, 
of  alumni  said  the  current  number 
of  reunion  party  and  activities' 
photographs  should  stay  the 
same,  while  29  percent  said  they 
would  like  to  see  more  and  11 
percent  said  they  would  like  to 
see  less.  Fifty-four  percent  felt  the 
amount  of  photographs  of  alumni 
association  division  meetings  and 
events  was  adequate;  17  percent 
thought  there  should  be  more, 
and  13  percent  thought  there 
should  be  fewer.  Photographic 
coverage  of  current  events  on  the 
MCV  Campus  should  be  in- 
creased, according  to  46  percent 
of  respondents;  36  percent  said 
they  were  satisfied  with  the 
present  amount.  General  sugges- 
tions for  improvement  included, 
"Use  less  pictures,"  "Make  it  look 
more  exciting!",  "Change  front 
cover  each  publication  with 
pictures  of  our  buildings,  campus 
scenes,  outstanding  professor, 
outstanding  visitors  to  our  school 
as  guest  lecturers,"  and  "Slicker." 
One  graduate  thought  each  topic 
or  event  should  be  treated  differ- 
ently through  use  of  type  and 
headings,  and  another  pointed 
out  that  class  photographs  are 
"frequently  poor  quality." 

The  calendar  of  alumni  associa- 
tion and  related  events  that 
appears  on  Scarab's  back  cover 


was  judged  to  be  fine  as  it  was  by 
a  little  over  half,  or  51  percent,  of 
alumni.  Ten  percent  said  they 
would  not  mind  seeing  more  in 
the  calendar,  and  one  medical 
graduate  said,  "Do  not  relay 
meeting  minutes,  do  provide 
schedules  for  upcoming  events, 
including  alumni  meetings." 

Alumni  were  nearly  evenly  split 
in  their  interest  in  reading  news 
of  both  campuses  of  the  univer- 
sity, such  as  cultural,  academic, 
and  sports  events,  in  Scarab. 
Forty-four  percent  said  they 
would  be  interested;  46  percent 
said  they  would  not  be  interested. 

Comments  on  what  should  be 
included  in  Scarab  covered  a  broad 
spectrum  from  the  general 
request  for  "more  variety"  to 
specific  suggestions  for  story 
topics.  Many  alumni  wrote  that 
they  would  be  interested  in 
features  on  medical  news,  current 
trends  and  advances  in  medicine, 
and  related  research.  Two  allied 
health  professions  alumnae  said 
they  would  especially  like  to  see 
stories  relating  to  scientific  grants 
and  research  as  "there  have  been 
some  excellent  ones  in  past 
issues."  Particular  topics  alumni 
said  they  would  like  to  see 
included  the  dietetics  program, 
health  administration  program, 
occupational  therapy,  physical 
therapy,  and  radiologic  and 
medical  technology.  Some  respon- 
dents felt  the  magazine  was 
geared  more  to  medical  and 
nursing  graduates  than  to  alumni 
of  other  schools,  and  one  alumna 
said  a  solution  might  lie  in  articles 
highlighting  details  of  individuals' 
practices.  It  could  be  "educational 
for  a  physical  therapist  to  know 
more  about  what  a  pharmacist 
does,"  she  wrote,  "or  (for)  the 
older  M.D.  to  read  something  of 
an  allied  health  practice."  One 
graduate  suggested  a  regular 


column  on  the  history  of  the 
university  addressing  what  was 
happening  on  the  MCV  Campus 
five,  ten,  25,  or  50  years  before 
that  particular  issue  was  printed. 
A  pharmacy  alumna  wished  for 
better  writing  and  another  alum- 
nus wanted  to  see  more  articles 
written  by  alumni  themselves. 
The  people  involved  in  the 
production  of  Scarab — the  MCV 
Alumni  Association  of  VCU  staff, 
the  Editorial  Committee,  and 
VCU  Publications — express 
appreciation  for  the  time  and 
consideration  given  the  Scarab 
survey  by  those  alumni  who 
responded,  and  further  comments 
are  welcomed.  It  may  be  that  the 
most  heartily  hailed  response, 
however,  came  as  the  top  recom- 
mendation of  three  made  by  a 
medical  graduate  from  Puerto 
Rico:  "Pay  the  staff  more!".

School  of  Dentistry,  City, 
and  State  Combine  to 
Provide  Preventive 
Dental  Care

The  child  waits  apprehensively 
in  the  reclining  dental  chair  at  the 
Vernon  J.  Harris  Clinic  on  Church 
Hill,  his  eyes  wide,  his  hands 
gripping  the  leather  arms.  Dr. 
Mario  Saravia  (D.D.S.,  '82),  head 
of  the  dental  department,  saun- 
ters through  the  door  and,  calling 
him  by  name,  good-naturedly 
chides  him  for  avoiding  the  clinic 
for  the  last  several  months.  The 
child  giggles  shyly  and  shifts  in 
the  chair. 

Saravia  pulls  out  a  set  of  X-rays 
for  the  child  to  examine  and 
explains  the  procedure  that  he  is 
about  to  undergo.  The  boy 
responds  to  the  quiet  words  and 
smiles  to  reveal  a  mouth  full  of 
new,  white  teeth  and  newer  gaps. 
Saravia  takes  out  his  chemicals 
and  goes  to  work. 

The  child  is  one  of  approxi- 
mately 600  underprivileged 
Richmond  City  school  children 
who  will  receive  dental  sealants 
under  a  State  Public  Health  Grant 
recently  awarded  to  Saravia.  The 
$13,000  grant  creates  the  Rich- 
mond Sealant  Program,  a  joint 
effort  between  the  School  of

Dentistry,  the  State  Health 
Department,  the  Richmond  City 
Health  Department,  and  the 
Richmond  City  Public  School 
System.  Approved  in  June  1985, 
the  program  provides  preventive 
dental  care  to  children  who 
otherwise  could  not  afford  this 
kind  of  protection. 

The  sealant  itself  is  a  polymer 
that  bonds  with  the  chewing 
surface  of  the  tooth  creating  a 
barrier  against  decaying  bacteria. 
Sealants  have  been  available  to 
the  public  for  20  years  but  have 
not  been  widely  used  until 
recently  as  new,  more  effective 
plastics  have  been  developed.  The 


cost  of  the  sealant  is  estimated  at 
$6  to  $10  per  tooth. 

"We  began  screening  school 
children  in  September,"  Saravia,  a 
1982  School  of  Dentistry  graduate, 
said.  That  screening  process 
included  sending  a  letter  through 
the  Richmond  City  public  schools 
informing  parents  of  second 
graders  of  the  service. 

"We  chose  children  from  the 
second  grade  because  the  opti- 
mum time  to  apply  sealant  is  just 
after  the  molars  have  erupted, 
usually  at  around  six  or  seven 
years,"  noted  Saravia.  "Then  we 
know  the  teeth  are  virtually  decay 
free." 

Saravia  and  his  assistants, 
mostly  dental  students  from  the 


university,  found  that  80  percent 
of  the  children  they  examined  had 
no  cavities  and  were  therefore 
physically  eligible.  In  order  to 
find  children  who  were  financially 
qualified,  the  team  chose  only 
those  who  were  enrolled  in  the 
Free  Lunch  Program.  They  also 
agreed  to  examine  children  who 
were  patients  at  the  free  clinic. 

After  the  screening,  arrange- 
ments were  made  through  the 
school  system  to  bus  the  children 
to  and  from  the  clinic  during 
school  hours.  Since  Christmas, 
parents  have  been  encouraged  to 
ride  the  bus  with  their  children  to 
promote  a  sense  of  family  respon- 
sibility in  the  dental  care  routine. 

Once  at  the  clinic,  children  are 
shepherded  into  the  treatment 
rooms  in  groups  of  four  or  five. 
One  child  sits  in  the  chair  while 
the  others  gather  around  to 
watch.  "I've  found  that  the  peer 
pressure  makes  them  behave," 
chuckles  Saravia,  his  penetrating 
eyes  twinkling. 

During  the  sealing  process,  the 
children  watch  as  he  first  cleans, 
then  primes  the  tooth  with  an 
etching  gel  made  up  of  water  and 
phosphoric  acid  to  make  the 
surface  porous.  He  then  shows 
them  the  sealant,  which  is  an 
opaque  tooth-colored  liquid  that 
is  painted  on  the  chewing  surface 
like  fingernail  polish.  Special 
lights  harden  the  liquid  in  20 
seconds  creating  a  smooth, 
natural  finish. 

There  is  not  much  data  on  how 
long  the  sealant  stays  on  the 
tooth,  but  in  an  on-going  study  in 
Augusta  County,  Virginia,  the 
eight-year  results  show  that  80

percent  to  85  percent  of  the 
sealants  are  still  in  place. 

"The  idea  is  to  get  the  children 
who  don't  receive  regular  dental 
care  through  the  cavity-prone 
years  with  as  little  decay  as 
possible,"  Saravia  notes.  "It's  also 
a  great  first  experience.  A  lot  of 
them  have  never  been  to  the 
dentist  before  and  this  procedure 
is  about  as  non-invasive  and 
unpainful  as  you  can  get." 

Follow-up  examinations  are 
conducted  at  six,  12,  or  18-month 
intervals,  depending  on  whether 
the  child  came  from  the  Church 
Hill  area  or  one  of  the  Richmond 
City  schools. 

The  program  has  proven  to  be 
cost  effective.  All  senior  dental 
students  are  required  to  spend 
one  week  at  the  clinic  which 
creates  an  abundance  of  free 
available  manpower.  Only  three 
employees,  all  with  the  Richmond 
City  Health  Department,  were 
hired  to  work  on  the  program. 

"It  is  good  for  everyone  in- 
volved," Saravia  observes,  noting 
that  the  program  provides  a 
needed  service  for  the  community 
and  that  the  students  get  scholas- 


tic credit  as  well  as  the  experience 
of  dealing  with  children. 

"I'm  hoping  to  show  the  dental 
students  that  not  all  free  clinics 
are  'point  and  pull'  clinics  (refer- 
ring to  a  common  practice  in  free 
clinics  of  simply  extracting  each 
painful  tooth),"  he  said.  "This 
program  should  help  to  change 
the  negative  attitude  surrounding 
free  dentistry."

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Dental  Alumnus  Donates 
Artwork  to  Raise  Funds 
for  School  of  Dentistry

Dr.  W.  Baxter  Perkinson,  clinical 
professor,  Department  of  Restor- 
ative Dentistry,  private  clinician, 
and  a  1970  graduate  of  the  School 
of  Dentistry,  believes  motivation, 
hard  work,  diligence,  and  follow- 
through  are  all  key  elements  of 
success.  At  40,  his  professional 
and  personal  accomplishments 
are  living  testimony  that  this 
philosophy  works. 

But  Perkinson  is  not  content  to 
sit  idle  and  enjoy  the  fruits  of  his 
labor.  His  15,000  square  foot, 
contemporary  home  that  over- 
looks the  James  River  serves  as  a 
contrast  to  his  less-than-wealthy 
childhood.  A  self-made  man  who 
worked  his  way  through  under- 
graduate school  and  graduated 
from  the  School  of  Dentistry  with 
the  highest  grade  point  average  to 
date,  Perkinson  wants  to  give 
something  back  to  his  alma  mater 
and  to  his  profession. 

If  he  is  successful,  proceeds 
from  the  limited  number  of 
signed  and  numbered  prints  of 
his  original  watercolor,  "Highland 
Winter"  which  he  painted  and 
donated  to  the  School  of  Dentis- 


try, are  expected  to  net  $50,000  to 
the  School's  Office  of  Continuing 
Education. 

Perkinson  plans  to  donate  three 
more  of  his  original  watercolors, 
each  representing  a  season  of  the 
year,  to  the  school  for  reproduc- 
tion. These  paintings  will  be 
reproduced,  signed,  and  num- 
bered by  the  artist  and  comprise  a 
four-print  series.  The  prints, 
which  sell  for  $60  each,  should 
add  almost  $250,000  to  the 
school's  cofers,  Perkinson  said. 

According  to  Perkinson,  whose 
home  is  a  stunning  combination 
of  a  three-level  art  gallery  and 
warm  abode  for  him  and  his  wife, 
Elaine,  and  their  four  children,  "I 
have  never  sold  a  painting  in  my 
life.  Painting  is  fun  and  is  some- 
thing I  do  for  pleasure.  But,  I  am 
committed  to  the  financial  success 
of  this  project  to  benefit  the 
school." 

The  School  of  Dentistry,  he 
said,  has  suffered  financially  in 
the  last  two  years,  enrolling  20 
fewer  students  each  year  since  the 
federal  government  eliminated 
programs  totalling  $400,000  a 
year.  Following  an  endowment 
campaign  co-sponsored  by  the 
Virginia  Dental  Association  and 
the  MCV  Foundation  which 


netted  pledges  totalling  approxi- 
mately $2  million  from  dental 
school  alumni  and  other  practic- 
ing dentists  in  Virginia,  Perkinson 
decided  to  donate  his  painting. 

"Highland  Winter"  depicts  a 
wonderful  old  chestnut  barn 
covered  with  snow  and  sur- 
rounded by  sugar  maples.  Lo- 
cated in  the  area  known  as  the 
Bluegrass  Valley  in  Highland 
County,  Virginia,  this  secluded 
and  rural  mountain  section  offers 
a  solitude  and  isolation  that  are  so 
rare  in  people's  lives,  Perkinson 
said.  For  him,  the  spot  is  espe- 
cially beautiful  in  winter  with  its 
blanket  of  snow  and  constant 
snow  flurries. 

An  accomplished  watercolorist 
who  learned  of  his  talent  when  he 
and  his  wife  signed  up  for  a 
beginner's  watercolor  class, 
Perkinson  said  he  does  not  see 
painting  as  another  profession. 
Dentistry  is  stressful  because  you 
are  always  watching  the  clock. 
People  get  upset  if  they  have  to 
wait.  Dental  practice  is  very 
precise,  like  working  in  a  keyhole. 
Some  people  think  that  art  is  the 
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same  way,  but  it  isn't  to  him.  It's 
loose. 

"Working  with  watercolors 
means  that  an  artist  has  to  work 
fast,  before  the  paper  dries,"  but 
Perkinson  says  that  fits  his 
nature.  "I'm  so  comfortable  with 
watercolor.  It's  quick  and  sponta- 
neous. Since  I  have  less  time  than 
painters  who  work  in  oils,  I  like  to 
sit  down  and  complete  a  painting 
in  one  sitting." 

It  is  no  small  wonder  that  his 
time  is  limited.  He  is  president  of 
the  Richmond  Dental  Society,  the 
operator  of  three  dental  offices  in 
Richmond  and  a  part-time  clinical 
professor  in  the  School  of  Dentis- 
try. Perkinson  also  sets  aside  time 
each  week  to  lecture  and  has 
become  well-known  as  a  clinician 


on  the  national  continuing  dental 
education  circuit. 

According  to  Perkinson,  "$60  is 
a  lot  of  money"  to  many  people, 
but  knowing  that  this  tax- 
deductible  contribution  will 
benefit  the  School  of  Dentistry's 
Office  of  Continuing  Education  is 
a  positive  incentive. 

"It  is  important,"  he  said,  "that 
we  continue  to  do  everything  we 
can  to  keep  the  level  of  the 
profession  up  where  it  is  in  the 
public  eye.  Dentists  enjoy  a  high 
level  of  trust  among  the  public 
and  the  only  way  to  maintain  this 
level  of  respect  and  support  is  to 
continue  graduating  high  calibre 
students  and  through  offering 
continuing  education  opportuni- 
ties so  that  they  are  well-prepared 
to  practice  the  dental  profession.

Nobel  Prize 

Winner 

Lectured 

Nobel  Prize  winner  Dr.  Christian 
de  Duve  was  the  third  annual 
recipient  of  the  Department  of 
Biochemistry  and  Molecular 
Biophysics'  Innovators  of  Bio- 
chemistry Award.  He  gave  a 
lecture  on  his  work  and  met  with 
students  and  faculty  members. 

De  Duve  is  Andrew  W.  Mellon 
Professor  at  the  Rockefeller 
University  in  New  York  and 
professor  of  biochemistry  at  the 
Catholic  University  of  Louvain  in 
Belgium.  In  1949  he  and  his 
colleagues  at  the  Catholic  Univer- 
sity of  Louvain  discovered  lyso- 
somes,  which  are  subcellular 
particles  that  play  a  crucial  role  in 
the  deterioration  of  old  structures 
in  cells.  He  received  the  Nobel 
Prize  in  1974  for  this  research  and 
his  continuing  research. 

School  of  Dentistry 

Receives 

$1.8  Million  Grant 

The  School  of  Dentistry  has  been 
awarded  a  $1.8  million  institu- 
tional dental  scientist  grant  from 
the  National  Institute  of  Dental 
Research  for  training  graduate 
students  in  an  advanced  clinical 
discipline — periodontics  or  dental 
anesthesiology  and  a  basic  science 
area. 

Training  in  anesthesiology 
could  be  combined  with  a  Ph.D. 
program  in  pharmacology  while 
periodontics  might  be  coupled 
with  a  Ph.D.  program  in  microbi- 
ology, immunology,  biochemistry, 
or  human  genetics.  A  program  for 
periodontal  students  leading  to  an 


M.S.  degree  in  biostatistics  also  is 
a  possibility. 

Dr.  Richard  R.  Ranney,  assist- 
ant dean  for  research  in  the 
School  of  Dentistry,  will  direct  the 
five-year  grant  program. 

School  of  Nursing 
Sponsoring 
Computer 
Workshops 

The  School  of  Nursing  has  been 
selected  as  one  of  only  six  nursing 
schools  in  the  nation  to  sponsor 
computer  workshops  for  area 
nursing  faculty  members. 

The  school  was  selected  as  host 
for  the  workshops  because  of  its 
computer  resources  in  equipment 
and  staff  expertise  and  its  accessi- 
bility to  regional  nursing  faculty. 
The  workshops  are  funded 
through  a  new  regional  project  of 
the  Division  of  Nursing  of  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Health  and 
Human  Services  and  will  benefit 
some  5,000  nurses  in  14  southern 
states.

A  graduate  of  Wagner  College 
in  New  York  where  he  earned  a 
nursing  degree,  Fischer  also  holds 
a  master's  degree  in  nursing  from 
the  State  University  of  New  York 
at  Buffalo  and  a  master's  degree 
in  hospital  adminstration  from 
Yale  University. 

Currently  executive  director  of 
clinical  programs  at  the  University 


of  Arkansas  for  Medical  Sciences, 
he  is  responsible  for  the  operation 
of  the  400-bed  University  Hospital 
and  the  Ambulatory  Care  Center, 
as  well  as  the  patient  care  activi- 
ties in  the  Child  Study  Center, 
Head  and  Neck  Cancer  Network, 
Family  Practice  Clinic,  and  Adult 
Psychiatric  Clinic.

Hematology  and 
Oncology 
Receives  $2.5 
Million  Grant

These  studies  also  will 
seek  to  identify  methods  for 
making  anti-cancer  drugs  less 
harmful  to  normal  human  tissues 
and  how  and  why  cancer  cells 
become  resistant  to  anti-cancer 
drugs.

A  campaign  has  been  launched  to 
raise  contributed  funds  from 
alumni  of  the  School  of  Medicine 
to  fund  the  renovation  of  the 
medical  student  study  lounges. 
The  goal  for  the  renovation  is

Two  lounge  areas  and  one 
student  office  need  improving. 
Although  a  lot  of  structural  work 
is  not  necessary,  plumbing, 
electrical  improvements,  carpen- 
try, wall  covers,  and  ceiling  tiles 
are  needed.

The  student  office  will  include 
space  for  four  of  the  student 
organizations  in  the  medical 
school.

A  leadership  gift  of  $2,500  has 
been  pledged  from  an  alumnus, 
and  the  classes  of  1935  and  1960 
are  making  a  special  commitment 
to  the  campaign  in  honor  of  their 
50th  and  25th  reunions.  Donors 
will  be  acknowledged  at  a  special 
function  in  May;  donors  of  $100 


and  more  will  be  recognized  on 
plaques  in  the  lounges  or  office.

Nursing  To  Offer 
Doctoral  Program 

The  School  of  Nursing  has  been 
awarded  approval  by  the  State 
Council  for  Higher  Education  to 
offer  a  doctoral  program  in 
nursing.  The  degree  to  be 
awarded  is  the  doctor  of  philoso- 
phy (Ph.D). 

The  program  will  have  two 
distinct  concentrations:  nursing 
administration  and  clinical 
science.  The  clinical  science 
option  is  offered  jointly  by  the 
School  of  Nursing  and  the  De- 
partment of  Microbiology  and 
Immunology  in  the  School  of 
Basic  Health  Sciences. 

The  program  is  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  nurses  who  are 
employed  full  time  and  who 
cannot  leave  their  employment 
situations  to  pursue  full-time 
doctoral  study.
